I have had 
nothing to sav in regard to the existing fugitive 
slave law furtherjthasi that I think it should have 
been framed sous to be free from some of I lie ob- 
jections that pertain to it, without lessening its 
etlicieucy. And inasmir'h ns wc are not now in 
agitation in regard to the alteration or modifica- 
tion of that law, I would not he the man to intr<e 
duce it as a new subject of agitation upon tbe 
general question of .slavery. 

In regard to the other question of whether I am 
pledged to the admission of any more slave 
States into ihe Union, I state to von very frankly 
that I would be exceedingly sorry ever to be put 
in a position of having to pass upon that question.

As introductory to these interrogatories which 
Judge Douglas propounded to me at Olfowa, he 
read a set of resolutions which he said Judge 
Trumbull and myself had participated iu adopt- 
ing, in the first Republican State convention held 
at Springfield, October, 1S54. He insisted that I 
and Judge Trumbull, and perhaps the entire Re- 
publican party, were responsible for the doctrines 
contained in the set of resolutions which he read, 
and 1 understand that it was trom that set of re- 
solutions that he deduced the interrogatories 
which he propounded to me, using these resolu- 
tions as a aort of authority for propounding these 
questions to me. Now, I sav here to-day that I 
Jo not answer his interrogatories because of tlieir 
springing at all from that set of resolutions which 
he read. ( answered them because Judge Doug- 
las thought tit to ask them. [Applause.] I do 
not now, nor never did recognize any responsi- 
bility upon myself in that set of resolutions. — 
When 1 replied to him on that occasion, I assured 
him that I never had anything to do with them. 

I repeat here to-day, that I never in any possi- 
ble form had anything to do with that set of reso- 
lutions. It turns ont, I believe, that those resolu- 
tions were never passed in any convention held in 
Springfield. [Cheers and laughter. | It turns out 
that they were never passed at any convention or 
any public meeting that I had un v part in. I be- 
lieve it turns out in addition to all this, that there 
was not, in the fall of 1851, any convention hold- 
ing a session in Springfield, calling itself a Repub- 
lican Slate convention; yet it is true that there 
was a convention, or assemblage of men calling 
themselves a convention, at Springfield, that did 
pass some resolutions. But so litttle did 1 really 
know of the proceedings of that convention, or 
what set of resolutions they had passed, though 
having a general knowledge that there had been 
such an assemblageof men there, that when Judge 
Douglas read the resolutions, I really did not 
know but they had been the resolutions passed 
then and there. I did not question that they 
were the resolutions adopted. For I could not 
firing myself fo suppose that Judge Douglas could 
say what he did upon the subject without knowing 
that it was true. [Cheers aud laughter.] 1 con- 
tented myself, on that occasion, with denying, as 
I truly could, all connection with them, not deny- 
ing or utlirming whether they were passed at 
Springfield. Now it turns cut {hat he has got hold 
of some resolutions passed at some convention or 
public meetiug in Kane county. [Renewed laugh- 
ter.] I wish to sayhere that 1 don’t conceive that 
in any fair and just mind this discovery relieves 
me at all. I had just as much to do with the con- 
vention in Kune county, as that at Springfield — 
the amount of tho responsibility being exactly 
nothing in either case; uo more than there would 
fie in regard to a set of resolutions passed in the 
moon. [Laughter and loud cheers.] 

I allude to this extraordinary matter in this can- 
vass for some further purpose than anything yet 
advanced. Judge Douglas did not make his state- 
ments upon that occasion as matters that he be- 
lieved to he true, hut he stated them roundly, as 
being true in such form us to pledge his veracity 
for their truth. When the whole mutter turns 
out as it does, and when we consider who Judge 
Douglas is — that he is a distinguished Senator of 
the United States— that he Has served nearly 
twelve years as such — that his character is uot at 
all limited as au ordinary Senator of the United 
States, but that his name has become of world 
wide renown — it is most extraordinary that he 
should so fur forget alt the suggestions of justice 
to nn adversary, or of prudence to himself, as to 
venture upon the assertion of that which the 
slightest investigation would hare shown him fo 
be wholly false. I can only account for his having 
done so upon tiie supposition that that evil genius 
which has attended him through his life, giving 
to him an uppareut astonishing prosperity, such 
as to lead very many good men to doufitjthere be- 
ing any advantage in virtue over vice — [Cheer and 
laughter]— I sav I can ouly account for it on the 
supposition that that evil genius has at last made 
up its miud fo forsake him. [Continued cheers 
and laughter.] 

And I may add that another extraordinary fea- 
ture of the Judge’s conduct in this canvass — made 
more extraordinary by this incident— is that he 
is in the lrahit, in almost all the speeches lie 
makes, of charging falsehood upon his adversaries 
— myself and others. 1 now ask whether he is 
able to find iu anything that Judge Trumbull, fur 
instance, has said, or in anything that I have said, 
a justification at all compared with what we have, 
in this instance, for that sort of vulgarity. | Cries 
of good, good, good. 1 

I have been in the habit of charging as a matter 
of belief on my part, that, in the introduction of 
the Nebraska lull into Congress, there was a con- 
spiracy to make slavery perpetual and national. 

I have arranged from time to time the evidence 
which establishes and proves the truth of this 
charge. I recurred to this charge at Ottawa. I 
shall not now have time to dwell upon it at very 
great length, but inasmuch as Judge Douglas in 
bis reply of half an hour, made some points upon 
me in rclatiou to it, 1 propose noticing a few of 
them. 

The judge insists that in the first speech, I made 
in which 1 very distinctly made that charge, he 
thought for a irood while I was in fuu! that I was 
playful— that 1 was not sincere about it and that 
lie only grew angry and somewhat excited wlieu 
he found that I insisted upon it os a matter of ear- 
nestness. He says he characterised it as a false- 
hood as far as I implicated his moral character in 
that transact ion. Well, I did not know till lie 
presented that view that I had implicated his 
moral character, lie is very much iu the habit, 
when he argues me w p into a position I never 
thought of occupying, of very cosily saving, he 
has no doubt Lincoln is conscientious in saying so. 
He should remember that I did not know hut what 
he was altogether conscientious iu that matter. — 
(Great laughter.)

lo a good thing, and I really found nothing in 
Judge Douglas’s course or arguments that is con- 
trary to or inconsistent with his belief of a con- 
•piraev to nationalize and spread slavery, as being 
i good and blessed thing, [continued laughter) ana 
so 1 hope he will understand that I do not at all 
piestion but tliat in all this matter he is entirely 
conscientious. [More laughter and cheers.] 

But to draw your attention to one of tbe points 
I made in this case, beginning at the beginning, 
when the Nebraska bill was introduced, or a short 
time afterwards, by an amendment, I believe it 
was provided that it must be considered “ the true 
iutent and meaning of this act not to legislate 
slavery into any State or Territoiy, or to exclude 
it therefrom, but to leave the people thereof per- 
fectly free to form and regulate their own domes- 
tic institutions, in their own way, subject only to 
the Constitution of the United States." I have 
called his attention to the fact that when he and 
some others began arguing that they' were giving 
au increased degree of liberty to the people in the 
Territories, over and above what they formerly 
hod on the question of slavery, a question was 
raised whether the law was enacted to give such 
unconditional liberty to the people, and, to test 
the sincerity of this mode of argument, Mr. Chase, 
of Ohio, introduced an amendment in which he 
made the law— if the amendment were adopted — 
expressly declare that the people of the Territory 
should have the power to exclude slavery if they 
saw fit. I have asked attention also to the fact 
that Judge Douglas, and those who acted with 
him, voted that amendment down, notwithstand- 
ing it expressed exactly the thing they said was 
the true intent and meaning of the law. I have 
called attention to the fact that in subsequent 
times a decision of the Supreme Court has been 
made, in which it has been declared that a Terri- 
torial Legislature has no constitutional right fo 
exclude slavery. Aud I have argued aud said that 
for men who did intend that the people of the Ter- 
ritory should have the right to exclude slavery, 
absolutely and unconditionally, the votiug down 
of Chase’s amendment is wholly inexplicable. 
It is n puzzle, a riddle. But I have 
said that, with men who did look forward to such 
a decision, or who had it iu contemplation that 
such a decision of the Supreme Court would, or 
might, be made, the voting down of that amend- 
ment would bc perfectly rational aud intelligible. 
It would keep Congress from coming iu collision 
with the decision when it was mode. Anybody 
can conceive that if there was an intention, or ex- 
pectation, that such a decision was to follow, it 
would not be a very desirable party attitude to 
get] iufo the Supreme Court, all, or nearly all, its 
members belonging to the same party, to decide 
one way when the party in Congress had decided 
the other way. Hence it would be very rational 
for men expecting such a decision fo keep the 
niche in that law clear for it. After poiuting this 
out, I tell Judge Douglas that it looks to me as 
though hero was the reason why Chase’s amend- 
ment was voted dowu. I tell him that, a> he did 
it, and knows why he did it, if it was 
done for a reason different from this, he knows 
what that rcasou was. and can tell us what it was. I 
tell him, also, it will he vastly more satisfac 
tory fo the country, for him fo give some 
other plausible, intelligible reason why it waa voted 
down, than fo stand upon his diguity and call 
jieople liars. | Loud cheers.] Well, on Saturday 
he did make his answer, and what do you think 
it was? He says if I had only taken upon myself 
to tell the whole truth about that aniendmeut of 
Chase’s no explanation would have been neces- 
sary ou his part — or words to that effect. Now, 
I say here, that I am quite unconscious of having 
suppressed anything material to the case, and 1 
am very frame to admit if there is any sound rea- 
son other than that which appeared fo mo ma- 
terial, it is quite fair for him to present it. What 
reason does he propose? That when Chase came 
forward with his amendment expressly au- 
thorizing tho people fo exclude slavery 
from the limits of every territory, General 
Cass proposed to Chase, if he. Chase, would add 
to his amendment that the people should have 
the power to introduce or exclude, they would 
let it go. This is substantially all of bus reply; 
and because Chase would not do that, they voted 
hia amendment down. Well, it turns out, I oelieve, 
upon examination, that Gen. Casa took some part 
in the little running debate upon that amendment, 
and then ran awav, and did not vote upon it al all. 
[Laughter.) Is not that Uie fad? So confident, 
Ls 1 think, waa Gen. Cass, that there was a snake 
somewhere about— he chose to run away from the 
whole thing. Thia is an inference I it saw from 
th# fact that though be had taken part in ita de- 
bate, his name does not appear in the ayes and 
noea. But does Judge Douglas’ reply amount to a 
satisfactory answer. [Cries of “yea, yea, and “ao, 
no.”] There is some little difference of opinion here. 

[ Laughter.] But I aak attention to a few more views 
bearing on the question of whether it amounts to a 
satisfactory answer. Tbe men who were determined 
that that amendment should not get into the bill, 
and spoil the place where the Dred Scott decision 
waa to come id, sought an excuse to get rid of it 
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somewhere. One of these ways —one of those 
excuses — was fo ask Chase to add fo his proposed 
amendment a provision that the people might in- 
troduce slavery if they wanted to. They very 
well knew Chaste would no such thing that Mr. 
Chase was one of the men ditfering with them on 
the broad principle of his insisting that tr«*e«lom 
was better than slavery— a man who would not 
consent to enact a law, penned with his own hand, 
by which he was made to recognise slavery, ou 
the one hand, ami liberty, on tb<‘ other, n* pro 
cisely equal. Aud wheu they insisted on his do- 
ing this they very well knew that they insisted on 
that which he would not, for a moment, 
think of doing; and that they were only 
bluffing him. I believe— (I have not, since he 
made his answer, had a chance to examine the 
journals or Congressional Globe, and therefore 
speak from memory.) I believe the state of the 
hill at that time, according to parliamentary rules, 
was such that no member could propose au addi- 
tional amendment to Chase’s amendment. I rath- 
er think this is the truth. The Judge shakes his 
head. Very well. 1 would like to know, ther, if 
they wanted Chase’s amendment fixed over, why 
somebody else could not have o tiered it ? If they 
wanted it amended, why did they not oiler the 
amendment? Why did they stand there taunting 
and qmhhling at Chase? 'Laughter. ] Why did 
they not put it on themselves ? But to put it on 
the other ground, suppose there was such an 
amendment offered, and Chase’s was an amend- 
ment to an amendment ; until one is disposed of 
by parliamentary law, vou cannot pile another on. 
Then all these gentlemen had to do was to vote 
Chase son, aud then in the amended form in which 
the w hole stood add the>r own amendment to it if 
they wanted to put it in that shape. This is all they 
were obliged fo do, and the ayes and noes show 
that there were 3t* who voted it down, against lo 
who voted in favor of iu The 3*> held entire sway 
and control. They could, in some form or another, 
have put that bill in the exact shape they wanted! 
If there was a rule preventing their amending it 
at the time, they could pass that, and then Chase's 
amendment being merged, put it in the shape 
they wanted. They did not choose to do so, but 
thev went into a ([nibble with Chase to get 
him to add what they knew he would not add, 
aud because he would not, they stand upon their 
flimsy pretext for voting down what thev argued 
was the meaniug and intent cd‘ thc-ir ow n bdl. — 
They left room thereby for this Itred Scott de- 
cision, which goes verv far to make slavery na- 
tional throughout the United States. 

I pass one or two points I have because my time 
will very soon expire; hut I must be allowed to sav 
that, if Judge Douglas recurs again, as he did up- 
on one or two other occasions, to the enormity of 
Lincoln- an insignificant individual like Lincoln 
— upon his ipse dixit, charging a conspiracy upon 
a large number of members of Congress, the Su- 
preme Court, and two Frcsidents, to nationalize 
slavery, I wai t lo say that, in the first ‘place, I 
have made no charge of this sort upon my tps- 
dixit. I have ouly arrayed the evidence tending 
to prove it, and presented it to the understanding 
of others, saying what I think it proves, but gii - 
tng you the means of judging whether it proves it 
or not. This is precisely what I have done. 1 
have not placed il upon my ipse dixit at all. Ou 
this occasion [ wish to recall his atteution fo a 
piece of evidence which I brought forward at Ot- 
tawa, on Saturday morning, that he had made 
substantially the same charge against substan- 
tially the same persons, excluding his dear self 
from the category. I ask him to give some atten- 
tion to the evidence that he himself had discover- 
ed a latal blow being struck against the right of 
the people, to exclude slavery front thrir limits, 
which fatal blow lie assumed as oil evidence in au 
article in the \\ ashingtou Union, published bv 
authority. I ask by whose autltoritv? lie discov- 
ers a similar, or identical, provision in the Le- 
compton constitution, made by whom? The 
truuu-rs of that constitution? Advocated bv whom? 
By all the members of the party in the nation, 
who advocated the introduction ot Kansas info the 
Union under the Lecninntou constitution. 

I have asked his attention ta the evidence that 
he arrayed to prove that such a fatal blow was be- 
ing struck, and to the facts that lie brought for- 
ward in support of that charge, being identical 
with the one which he thiuks so villainous iu me. 
lie pointed it not at a newspaper editor increlv, 
but at the (’resident and his Cabinet, and the 
members of Congress advocating the Leeoinplou 
1'oustitntion, and those framing that instrument. 

I must again be* permitted fo remind him that, al- 
though my ipit dixit may not be as great as bis, 
yet it somewhat reduces tin* force of bis culling 
my attention to the enormity of mv making u 
light charge against him. Loud Applause, j 

“Go on Judge Douglas." 

Douglas' Reply to Lincoln. 

Ladies and Gt.xiiKvr.N- The silence with which 
vou have listened to Mr. Lincoln, during his hour, 
is creditable to this vast audience, composed ol 
men ot v urions— of all— political parties. Nothing 
is more creditable, to any large mas* of people 
assembled for the purpose of bearing a |xrlitical 
discussion, than that kind and respectful attention 
that is yielded -not only to our political friends 
but to those who are opposed to vou in poli- 
tics. 

1 am glad at last that I have brought Mr. Lin 
coin to the conclusion that lie had belter define 
his position on certain political topics which I 
called to his attention at Oft twa. lie then showed 
no di»|M>sition -no inclination to answer. I did 
not present to hint mere idle questions for him to 
answer for mv gratification. I proposed to lav 
the foundations lor these interrogatories bv show 
ing that they constituted ttie platform of the party 
whose nominee he is for the Senate. ( did not 
presume that 1 had a right to catechise him upon 
every question that I saw proper, unless I showed 
that bis party, or «o large a portion of them, were 
in favor of these propositions as fo render it the 
presumption that the resolutions were contained 
in the party platform. I desired simple to know, 
inasmuch as he had been nominated as tbe first, 
l ist, and the ouly choice of his party, whether he 
concurred with his party in the platform which 
that party adopted for its government. I will 
proceed in a few moments to review the answers 
which he has given fo these interrogatories ; but 
in order to relieve his auxiety, I will first respond 
to those which he has presented to ui*. Mark 
you, he has not presented interrogatories which 
are or ever have received the sanction of the party 
with which I am. and hence he has no other foun- 
dation for them than that they are merely his in- 
terrogatories. 

First: He desires to know whether, if the people 
of Kansas shall form a Constitution bv means en- 
tirely proper und unobjectionable, and ask for ad- 
mission as a State before they have Ihe requisite 
population for a member of Congress, whether I 
will vote for the admission. Well, even 1 regret 
exceedingly that when he put that interrogatory 
fo me, that he did not first answer it himself, in- 
stead of leaving us fo infer w Inch side he was on. 
Gentlemen, Mr. Trumbull, during the last session 
of Congress, voted, from beginning to end, against 
the admission of Oregon into the Union, although 
n free State, because she Lnd not the requisite pop- 
ulation. Mr. Trumbull is now in tbe field fight- 
ing for Mr. Lincoln. I would like to have Mr. 
Lincoln answer his own question, and tell me 
whether he is fighting Trumbull on that issue 
or not, but I will answer his questions. In mv 
opinion, whenever Kansas has people enough to 
constitute a slave State, she has people enough 
for a free State. I will not make any exception 
of Kansas to the other States of this Uuion. 1 
hold it fo be a sound rule of universal application 
to require Territories to contain the requisite 
population for a member of Congress before they 
come info the Udion. I made that proposition in 
tbe Senate in 1 85$. I renewed it in the Senate 
during the last session, by a bill providing that 
no Territory of the United States should form a 
constitution and apply to the Union until it had 
the requisite* population. Congress did not adopt 
my general rule, requiring all the Territories fo 
have that amount of population before they should 
come iuto the Union, but did make an exception 
of Kansas and applied the rule fo Kansas alone. 

1 will not stand by that exception. [Applause.) 
Either Kansas must come in the same as any 
other State, with whatever population she may 
have, or the rule must be applied to all the 
other States alike. 1, therefore, answer at once, 
it having been decided that Kansas has enough 
for u slave State, 1 hold that she has enough for 
a free State. [Applause. | I hope Mr. Lincoln is 
satisfied on this question. Aud now I would like 
to get his answer fo bis own interrogatory, wheth- 
er he will vote to admit Kansas before she has the 
requisite population. I want to know whether 
he wiR vote lor the admission of Oregon before 
she has the requisite population. Trumbull won't. 
The same reason that commits him against the 
admission of Oregon commits him against the ad- 
mission of Kansas, and if there is any sincerity or 
truth in the argument Trumbull made in the Sen- 
ate against the adinissiou of Oregon, because she 
had nut 1*3,420 people, although she had more than 
Kansas, it will apply as well to Kansas as Oregon. 
He stands by that argument, pledged against Or- 
egon and Kansas both coming iu until they have 
'.*8,420 inhabitants. I would like Mr. Lincoln to 
take his own medicine. [Laughter.] I would like 
hint to answer his own question, and then if he 
differs with Trumbull let him answer Trumbull's 
argument on the Oregon question, instead of 
poking his questions at me. 

The next qncstion Mr. Lincoln propounded to 
me is: “Can the people of a Territory exclude 
slavery from their limits by any fair means, be- 
fore it comes into the Union as a State?" I an- 
swer emphatically, as Mr. Lincoln has heard me 
answer a hundred times, on every stump in Illi- 
nois, that, in my opiniou, the people of a Territo- 
ry can, by lawful means, exclude slavery before it 
comes in as a State. [Cheers.] Mr. Lincoln 
knew that I had given that answer over and over 
again. He heard me argue the Nebraska bill, ou 
that principle, all over the State in 1854-5-6, 
and he haa now no excuse to pretend to have any 
doubt upon that subject. Whatever the Su- 
preme Court may hereafter decide, as to 
the abstract question of whether slavery 
may go in nnder the constitution or not, the peo- 
ple o? a Territory have the lawful means to ad- 
mit it or exclude it as they please, for the 
reason that slavery cannot exist a day or an hour 
anywhere unless supported by local police regula- 
tions, furnishing remedies and means of enforcing 
the right to hold slaves. Those local and police 
regulations can only be furnished by the local 
legislature. If the people of the ^Territory are 
opposed to slavery they will elect members to the 
legislature who will adopt nafriendfr legislation 
to it. If they are for it they will adopt the legis- 
lative measures friendly to slavery. Hence, no 
matter what may be the decision ot* the Supreme 
Court on that abstract question still the right of 
the people to make it a slave Territory or a free 
~ perfect aud complete under the ~~ 



Lruska bill. 1 hope Mr. Lincoln will deem my 

answer satisfactory on this point. 

In this couenetion, I will notice the charge 
which lie has introduced in relation to Mr. Chase’s 
amendment, 1 thought that i had chased that 
amendment ont of Mr. Lincoln's brain at Ottawa; 
[laughter | hut it se*-ms that it .wtill haunts his 
imagination, and he is not vet satisfied. 1 had 
supposed that he would b«- ashamed to present 
that question t uriher. He is a lawyer, and has 
fi- *-n a member of Congress, and has occupied his 
time and amused you by telling you about parlia- 
mentary proceedings. He ought to have known 
better thau to try tonalm ofi hia miserable imposi 
tions upon this intelligent audience, ytiuod,” 
and cheers. | The Nebraska bill provided that the 
legislative power, and authority of the said Ter 
ritorv should extend to all rightful subjects of 
legislation consistent with the organic act and tbe 
constitution of the U nited States. It did not make 
any exceptions as fo slavery, but gave all the pow- 
er that it was possible for Congress to give, with- 
out violating the constriction, to the territorial 
legislature with no exception or limitation on the 
suoject of slavery at all. The language of the bill 
which I hare quoted, gave the full power and the 
full authority over the subject of slavery, atliruia- 
tively and negatively, to introduce it or exclude it, 
so far us the constitution of tbe United States 
would permit. What more could Mr. Chase give 
by his amendment? Nothing. He ottered his 
amendment for the identical purpose for which 
Mr. Lincoln is using it, to enable demagogues in 
tbe country fo try aud deceive tbe people. [“Good, 
hit him again,” and cheers.] 

H*s amendment was to this effect. It provided 
that the Legislature should have the power to ex- 
clude slavery: General Casa suggested “why not 
give the power to introduce as well as exclude ? ” 
The answer was, they have the power already in 
the bill to do both. Chase was afraid his amend- 
ment would be adopted if he put the alternative 
proposition and so majee it tair both ways, but 
would not yield. He offered it for the purpose of 
having it rejected. He ottered it, as he nos himself 
avowed over and over again. simply to make capital 
out ofit for tbe stump, lie expected that it would be 
capital for small politicians in the country, aud that 
they would make an effort to deceive the people with 
it, und he was not mistaken, for Lincoln is carrying 
out the plan admirably. ["Good, good.”) Lincoln 
knows that the Nebraska bill, without Chase's 
amendment gave all the power whichthe Constitu- 
tion would permit. Could CoDgres* confer any more 
, “ No, no." I Could Congress go beyond the Con- 
stitution ot the country ? We gave all a full 
grant, with no exception in regard fo slavery one 
way or the other. We left that question as we 
left ail others, fo be decided bv the people for 
themselves, just as they pleased. I will not oc- 
cupy mv time on this question. I hare argued it 
tiefore a) I over Illinois. I have argued it in this 
beautiful city of Freeport 1 have argued it m 
the North, the South, the East and West, avowing 
the same sentiments and the same principles. I 
have not been afraid to avow mv sentiments up 
here for fear I would be trotted down into Egypt, 
(’beers and laughter.; 

The third question which Mr. Lincoln presented 
is, if the Supreme Court of the United States 
shall decide that a State of this Union cannot ex- 
clude slavery from itsownjimits will I submit to it? 

1 am amazed that Lincoln should ask such a ques- 
tion. [“A school boy know* better.”) Yes, a school 
boy does know better. Mr.I.incolu's object is fo cast 
an imputation upon the Supreme Court. He knows 
that there never was but one man in America, 
claiming any degree of intelligence or decencv, 
who ever for a moment pretended such a thing. It 
is true that the Washingtou Union, in an article 
published on the* 17th of last Itecember, did put 
forth that doctrine, and 1 denounced the article on 
the floor of tbe Senate, in a s|*eech which Mr. Lin- 
coln now pretends was against the Fresident. — 
The Union bod claimed that slavery had a 
right to go iuto the free Slates, and that 
any provision in the constitution or laws of Ihe 
tree States to the contrary were null and void. 

1 denounced it in the Senate, as I said before, 
and 1 was the first man who did. Lincoln's 
friends, Tiumbull, and Stewart, und llulu, and 
Wilson, and the whole Black Republican side of 
the Senate were silent. They left it to me fo de- 
nounce it. (Cheers.) And what was the reply 
made to me on that occasion? Mr. Toombs, of 
Georgia, got up and undertook to lecture me on 
the ground that I ought not to have deemed tho 
article worhtv ol* notice, and ought not to have 
replied to it; that there was not on** man, woman 
or child south of tbe Potomac, in anv slave State 
who did not repudiate any such preU*us>on. Mr. 
Lincoln knows that that reply was made ou the 
-jM»t, atnl vet now he asks this question. He might 
•is well ask me, suppose Mr. Lincoln should steal 
a horse, would l sanction il? (laughter, \ aud it 
would be as genteel iu me fo ask him, in the 
event he stole a horse, what ought fo be done 
with him. He casts an imputation upon the Su 
p rente Court of the United Stales bv Mpposing 
that they would violate tbe constitution of tho 
United Slates. I tell him that such a thing is not 
jHvssible. [Cheers.] It would be an act ol moral 
treason that no man nn the bench could ever de 
sceud t<>. Mr. Lincoln himself would never, in 
his partisan feelings, so tar forget wbal was right 
as to be guilty of such on act. > "Good, good." j 

The fourth que tion of Mr. Lincoln is: “Are 
von in favor of acquiring additional territory in 
disregard as to how such acquisition may ettcct 'he 
Union on th** slavery questions? This question 
is verv ingeniously and cunningly put. 

The Block Republican creed lays it Iowa ex- 
pressly. that wader no circumstance* ahull we ac- 
quire anv more territory, unless slavery is ur-i 
prohibited in the country. I ask Mr. Lincuin 
whether be is in favor of that proposition. Are 
you t addressing Mr. Lincoln » opposed lo tbe ac- 
quisition of any more territory, auJer any etrruaa- 
stances, unless slavery is prohibited id it? That 
he does uot like to answer. When I ask him 
whether he stauds up to that article in the plat- 
form of his party, he turns, Yankee fashion, and 
without answering it, asks me whether I am in 
favor of acquiring territory without regard to bow 
it mav affect tiie Union on the slavery question? 
Good.) ! answer that whenever it becomes ne- 
cessary, iii our growth and progress to acquire 
more territory, that 1 am in favor of it, without 
reference to the question of slavery, and when we 
have acquired it, I will leave the people free to do 
as they please, either to moke it slave or free ter- 
ritory, as they prefer. It is idle to tell «w»r you 
that we have territory enough. Our father* sup- 
posed that we had enough when our territory ex- 
tended to the Mississippi river, but a few yearn’ 
growth and exponsiou satined them that we 
heeded more, and the Louisiana Territory, from 
the West Branch of the Mississippi lo the British 
Possessions, was acquired. Th**n we acquired 
Oregon, then California and New Mexico. 

\V e have enough now for the present, but this 
is a voung and growing nation. It swarms as 
often as a hive of bees, and as new swarms are 
turned out each year, there must be hives in 
which thev con gather aud make their honey. 
Uood.j in less than fifteen years, if the some 
progress that has distinguished this country for 
the last fifteen years continues, every foot of va- 
cant land, between this and the Pacific ocean, 
owned by the United States, will be occupied. 
Will younot continue to lucrease at the end of 
fifteen years as well as now ? I tell you, increase, 
and multiply, and expand, is the law of this na 
Won’s existence, [wad] You cannot limit this 
g reat republic by mere boundary tinea, saying, 

“ thus far shalt thou go and no further.” Any 
one of you gentlemen might as well sav to a son, 
twelve years old, that he is big enough! aud must 
not grow any larger, and, in order to prevent his 
growth, put a hoop around him to keen him to hia 
preaeut size. What would be the result ? Either 
the hoops must buist and be rent asuuder, or the 
child must die. So it would be with this great 
nation. W ith our natural increase, growing with 
a rapidity uuknown to any other part of the globe, 
with the tide of emigration that is fleeiug from 
despotism in the old world fo seek a refuge in our 
own, there is a constant torrent pouring iuto tikis 
country that require more land, more territory 
upon which to settle, and just as fast as our inter- 
>ts and our destiny require additional territory 
oi the uortii, iu the south, or on the utlanri* of the 
.>ceau, I aui for it, and when we acquire it, will 
leave the people, according fo the Nebraska bill, 
free to do as they please no the subject »f slavery 
and every other question. [“ Good, good ; hurrah 
for Douglas.] 

I trust now that Mr. Lincoln will deem himself 
answered on his four points. He racked his 
brain so uioch in ilevising these four questions, 
that he exhausted himself, and had uot strength 
enough to invent the olhers. Laughter.) A.* 
soou as he is able to hold a council with hn ad 
v users, fovi'jujr, Farnsworth and fred Douglas*, 
he will frame and propound others. Good, good, 
etc. Renewed laughter, iu which Mr. Lincoln 
feebly joined, saying, that he hoped with their 
aid fo get seven questions, tbe number asked bun 
bv Judge Douglas, and so make y»ttiH*io** even.) 
You Black Republicans who say good, I have no 
doubt think that they are all good meat. White, 
white.} 1 have reason fo recollect that some peo- 
ple in this country thiuk that Fred. Douglass >a a 
very good mao. The hist time I came here to 
make a speech, while talking from the stand to 
you, people of Freeport, as t am doing to-day. 1 
saw a carriage, and a magnificent one it was, 
drive up aud take a poailioo on the otrtsido of tho 
crawd; a beautiful young lady was silting on the 
box seat, whilst Fred, tkiuglu&s and her mother 
reclined insido, and the owner of tbe carriMo 
acted as driver.

Atrocious Murder. — We find the following let 
ter in the Cookviile Times, of the 28th ult : 

Oltmtus, Overton Co., Tex.v, Aug. 24, 1S56. 

1 have just learned that there was one of the 
most terrible murders committed near the camp 
ground in Fentress county, some six miles from 
this place, on yesterday, that has ever happened 
in the mountain country. The circumstances are 
about as follows: 

There was a State’s warrant in the hands of 
James Reed, of Fentress county, against one 
Champ Furgison, of Clinton county, Ky. On 
yesterday Furgison came over to the meeting, 
when Reed attempted to execute the writ. Fur- 
gison resisted and started off. Reed summoned 
several men to assist him, and started after him. 
About a half a mile from the camp grouud one of 
the party, a Mr. Floyd Evans, came up with Fur- 
gison, when he drew a knife and stabbed Evans 
very severely in several places. 

Reed attempted to assist Evans, when Furgison 
turned upon him and killed him instantly, cutting 
him up iu the most inhuman manner, and theu 
knocked him on the head with a rock. He theu 
aimed to make his escape, but wa*. captured with- 
out any further bloodshed. When my iuformaut 
left lie was securely- chained and guarded bv per- 
haps one hundred men. His trial was to take 
place iu the evening, when I have no doubt he will 
be committed to jail. He had an nccomp ice, one 
Bill Jones, also ol Clinton county, who made his 
escape, but was pursued, aud I hope will he 
brought to justice. Yesterday evening Kraus was 
still alive, but was not expected to live.

Atlantic Telegraph Celebration- 

Jitw Yobs, Sept. 1. — The day continued fine 
throughout, and the celebration came oil' accord- 
ing to programme, with less confusion than 
might have been reasonably anticipated from the 
extent of the preparations and the vast concourse 
of people assembled to witness the show. The 
procession was very large, and surpassed in ap- 
pearance anything ever got up here. 

The military made a very brilliant display, and 
st-Vi-rul ivgi.iieut* which joined iu the line were 
greeted uub cheers on all aides along the whole 
l.ue of inarch. 

Nkw York, Sept. 2. — Cyrus \V. Field rode stand- 
ing iu au open barouche, and was greeted through- 
out with waving handkerchiefs and vociferous 
cheers. 

The |> reset. tation speech to Mr. Field, made by 
Mayor Tieniunu, was neat and complimentary, and 
was responded to by Mr. Field as follows: 

".Sir, this will be a memorable day in my life, 
not only because it celebrates the success of an 
achievement with which tny name is connected, 
but because the honor comes from the city of my 
home, the Metropolitan City of the New world. 

“I see here not only civic authorities and citi- 
zens at large, but my own personal friends, men 

I with whoa- 1 have been connected iu business 
aud friendly intercourse for the greater part of 
ntv life. 

Fite weeks ago, this dav aud hour, I was stand 
ing on the deck of the Niagara, in mid-ocean, 

, with the Gorgon and Valorous in sight, awaiting 
1 the Agamemnon. The day was cold and cheerless, 

■ the air was rnistv, and the wind roughened the 
sea; and when i thought of all we had passed 
through, of hopes thus far disappointed, of Itiends 
saddened by our reverses, of the few that remain- 
ed to sustain us, I felt a load at my heart almost 
too heavy to bear, though niy confidence was firm 
and mv determination fixed. How dillereut is 
the scene now ! — this vast crowed testifying their 
sympathy and npproral. 

I’raised without stint, and friends without nutn- 
ber, this occasion, sir, gives nte on opportunity 
| to express my thanks for the enthusiastic recep- 
tion which J have received, and I here make tny 
acknowledgments before this vast concourse of 
u.y fellow-citizens. 

To tbe ladies I.mav add that they have had 
their appropriate places, for when the cable was 
laid tbe first public message that passed over it, 
came from one of their own sex. 

Tbe box, sir, which I have the honor to receive 
from your hands shull testify to me and to my 
children what my own city tl.iuks of my acts. 

For your kindness, sir, in such thitteru.g terms, 
and for the kindness of my fellow citizeus, 1 re- 
peat my most heartfelt thanks.” 

The oration was delivered by Mr. David Dudley 
Field, and was a masterly perforn iat.ee, eliciting 
repeated applause from the vast audience. After 
services at the palace, a torchlight procession of 
the New York fire department It ok place. It was 
a magnificent display, und formed a fitting close 
to the day's brilliant demonstrations. 

Broadway was in a blaze of light from the Bat- 
tery to Union I'ark, all the public buildings and a 
portion of the private ones being brilliantly illu- 
minated, and nirny displaying magnificent devi- 
ces, transparencies, and illuminated lanterns. — 
Fireworks were displayed in abundance in all tbe 
public thoroughfares. 

Congratulatory dispatches to Cyrus W. Field 
from the Mayors of nearly all the cities it. the 
United States and British provinces were received 

Staten Island Quarantine Destroyed. 

New York, Sept. 2. —At Staten Island, last 
night, a band of 1,000 men broke into Uie quaran- 
tine ground and set the ho.-pital and udjoiniug 
shanties on fire, and also threatened to burn the 
resided oe of Dr. Thompson, the health olficer. 

Dr. Thompson calleJ together the stevedores 
aud armed them with muskets to protect the 
buildings. The hospital is a mass of ruins and 
many shanties were destroyed. 

Capl. Belton, of the harbor }>oliee, came up to 
the city at a late hour for au additional police 
force, us the mob was in such a furious state, it 
was not known what the next move would be. 

New York, Sept. 3. — The remainder of the 
Quarantine buildings were destroyed by the mol. 
last night, the mob meeting with no opposition. 
There was no excitement. A guard of tl. S. ma- 
rines was present to protect government properly. 
The conflagration commenced soon after the ad- 
journment of a meeting held by the cilizeus of 
llicbmond county. Among the buildings burned 
were six cottages, occupied by tbe boatmen em 
ployed on the station, u large mansion occupied bv 
Dr. Walser, the deputy health officer, ..nil five 
btiek dwellings tenanted by Dr. Bisstll. The fur- 
niture had been removed from all the buildings, 
excepting the last named. Dr. B. though warned 
of the intended burning, refused to move an 
article, and made no attempt to stop the flames. 

Later. — S oon after midnight the Female Hospi- 
tal was set on fire, und wholly consumed. It con 
tained seventy-five patients, who were previously 
removed and placed on the grass plat between the 
hospital ami the resident physician's house, the 
latter being still on tire, where they remained 
through the night, covered with the showers of 
sparks from the burning building. The seventh 
regiment of our city had been notified to hold 
themselves iu readiness for this emergency, but, 
up to the last advices, had not been called out. 

Still Latlil — 7, P. M. — The steamboat Dr. Katie 
has just arrived Irom New York with a force of one 
hundred policemen aud a six pounder. They also 
are provided with tents to shelter the sick, who 
have been exposed to the wind aud sun during the 
day, and are now exposed to it drenching rain. 
The sick are sixty in number, and among them 
was the Second Assistant Engineer, whose death 
from yellow fever has occurred during the day. 
Drs. Walser und llissell have devoted their atten- 
tions to the sick, and are administering to their 
wants, although nearly exhausted from want of 
sleep and the excitement and exposure resulting 
from tbe destruction of the hospital and other 
buildings. Dr. Walser, throughout all the terribly 
trying scenes of tbe last forty-eight hours, has act- 
ed tin- part of a hero and philanthropist. 

Three sick men from the ship Liberty, from N. 
Orletins. are lyiug on tbe pier, there being no 
shelter for them. The harbor police came down 
to the Island this evening to protect ihe shipping 
at anchor, it being rumored that the incendiaries 
intended to destroy them. The inhabitants of 
the infected district were notified to remove their 
effects to duv, as their dwellings would be fired 
to-night. With the present high wind the safety 
of the village would be jeopardized if tbe threat 
is carried out. Dr. Thompson is hero, with 
Doctors Waller and other assistants are doing all 
in their power to provide for the sick and re-or- 
ganize the establishment. The rain is still pour- 
ing down, und there is no place within the quar- 
antine walls to shelter the sick. The ruins were 
visited during the day by a large number of per- 
sons. 

Teirible Railroad Accident 

Pittsburgh, Sept. 2. — A terrible disaster occur- 
red fast night at 6 o’clock, on the AJlegheny Yal- 
Icy Railroad, near Hutton's station, 12 miles above 
Pittsburgh. 

Tbe Kittaniug train coming down stopped at 
Tareutum und bitched to a car containing a large 
party returning from camp-meeting. 

When the train reached the poiut mentioned, 
the Tarentum car was thrown from the track by 
tbe breaking of a cross bar connecting tbe breaks, 
and tbe car rolled down a steep embankment, 
turning over twice. At the first revolution the 
roof was torn ofi', and the passengers scattered 
over the ground, mangling the bodies of some 
terribly. Miss Mary Anne, daughter of J. T. Kin 
caid, of this city, was instantly killed, and a large 
number more or less injured. 

John Rockier, skull lractured; J. M. McCreary, 
arms broken. 

Among those slightly injured are Mr. and Mrs. 
Kincaid, Mr. K. Donaldson, Mr. and Mrs. Carver, 
Mr. und Mrs. John Slidell, Mr. and Mrs. Janies 
Wright and daughter, Mr. aud Mrs. IL Sol m on, 
Mr. and Miss. Mever, E. Heuzelton, Mrs. Kauff- 
man, IL Lynch, Mr. and Mrs. Mair. 

The killed aud wounded reside mostly in Pitts- 
burgh and vicinity. They were brought here last 
night, and a coroner's inquest was held on the 
body of Mrs. Kincaid. The compan y and em- 
ployees were exculpated from blame.
